to access the resources and accomplish at least one of the tasks.

5. (Original) The method of claim 4, wherein the presented link group comprises a 
link to a web site regarding the functional area represented by the selected node.

10. (Original) A method for enabling a plurality of users to collaborate on a project, 
the method comprising: presenting a graphical hierarchy having a plurality of nodes, each 
node representing one or more sub-projects into which the project is divided; and, in response 
to user selection of a node of the plurality, presenting one or more links, wherein the links are 
selectable to open files or execute programs /for use by one or more of the plurality of users to 
contribute to the one or more sub-projects represented by the selected node.

21. (Original) A system for making resources available, the system comprising: a 
means for organizing the resources into categories; a means for displaying the categories in a 
hierarchy; a means for associating a group of links with at least one of the categories, wherein 
the link group comprises one or more links through which to open files or execute programs 
to access the resources; and, a means for Displaying, in response to user selection of the 
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category, the group of links associated with the category, wherein the link group is extensible 
to allow a plurality of users to add links and thereby add to the resources published.
